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U. Lowell rally at the state house 
makes a $1 million difference

October has been a rocky 
month for ULowell. other state 
schools as well as the state of 
Massachusetts. At the time of 
our Boston Rally back on the 
4th, ULowell. as a school, was 
being threatened. Governor 
Dukakis' Secretary of 
Administration and Finance, L. 
Edward Lashman demanded 
that President Hogan cut an 
additional $2.5 million from 
ULowell's budget. The student 
body worked together to protest 
what it felt was unfair and to 
demand action from the state 
government. We gained the 
attention of the Governor and 
the state by having held one of 
the most well organized and 
best conducted rallies in recent 
history. Compliments came 
from the state house employees, 
the Capital Police, the Boston 
Police and the media. On that 
day there was an air of 
excitement because we as a 
group were getting something 
accomplished in a legal and 
peaceful action. 

The air had changed, 
however, a week later at the 
emergency trustees meeting. 
Talk was of the repercussions 
that would result from the cuts 
Dukakis' administration was 
demanding. Alternatives were 
discussed, ways to raise money 
on campus, through the 
Continuing Education 

Department and the Research 
Foundation, and off campus 
through the state government 


and local businessmen were 
brought up. Possibilities of 
faculty and administration 
layoffs, cuts in course offerings, 
and a two week shutdown in 
the spring semester were also 
mentioned. 

One of the results of the rally 
was that Gov. Dukakis initiated 
a meeting between himself. 
President Hogan and the 
Chancellor of UMass. 
President Hogan wanted to get 
the point across to the Governor 
that education is important. A 
few things were accomplished 
at this meeting. Dukakis 
promised a fair reversion for 
everyone, including higher 
education and other state 
programs. 

Flexibility was granted to each 
individual school to decide 
where the money was to be cut 
from, as opposed to Lashman's 
planned layoffs and faculty 
cuts. President Hogan feels 
that without the rally which 
caught statewide attention, this 
meeting would not have been 
held. He also stated that the 
longterm outlook was better 
after speaking with Dukakis. 
Pres. Hogan is also supporting 
a plan by Paul Tsongas and 
Frank Jennifer to start a one 
cent increase in the sales tax 
which would go strictly to 
support education but 
something such as this would 
not make the ballot until 1990. 

On October 17, Governor 
Dukakis changed his reversion 
plans. Instead of ULowell's 


Researcher finds higher 
ed. is still a good deal 


(CPS) — Although it may feel 
like more, tuition at public 
campuses has increased in 
actual dollars before inflation 
by only about $75 per year 
during the last decade, a 
leading education researcher 
contended Oct. 11. 

Despite the increases, parents 
devote about 10 percent of their 
disposable income to their 
children’s college educations, 
about the same percentage as in 
1979, said Kent Halstead of 
Research Associates of 
Washington. 

Each year Halstead gathers 
data from campuses around the 
United States to compute how 
much it costs colleges to buy 
the supplies — buildings. 


teachers, marketing tools, 
electric power, etc. — they 
need to educate students. 

Colleges spend an average of 
$5,584 to educate each student 
in 1988-89, more than double 
the $2,564 they spent in 1977- 
78. Halstead found. 

Each student's tuition covers a 
fourth of the school’s costs. 
The rest is covered by state 
appropriations, earnings on 
investments, federal funds and 
donations. 

A majority of parents, 
moreover, tends to agree. Three 
of every four American adults 
said higher education was “a 
very worthwhile investment" in 
a Gallup Poll released Oct. 6. 


budget being cut by $2.5 
million, he was only demanding 
a return of $1.5 million (a $1 
million difference). Although it 
is still a tremendous amount of 
money, it was better than what 
was first expected. It seemed 
that the state government was 
starting to get the point that 
education is important and 
needs to be supported. 

The next day, the 18th, other 
state universities held a rally on 
Beacon Hill. Students from 
UMass, both Amherst and 
Boston, SMU, Fitchburg State 
and Worcester State descended 
on Boston. This time the air 
was not filled with 
accomplishment by legal means 
but with anger and uprising. 
The students stormed the state 
house, resulting in $20,000 
worth in damage, mostly to the 
outside grounds. Four arrests 
were also made. 

The events which occurred on 
October 18 at the second higher 
education rally also captured 
the Capital and Boston police, 
the media and statewide 
attention. The image made 
public by ULowell of a mature 
and well organized stance was 
marred by the actions of the 
other universities. Although 
nothing radically changed fot 
the worse, nothing great was 
accomplished. One questions 
that remains is, how much more 
resistant will the state 
government be to supporting 
public higher education because 
of those students on the 18th?

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Budget 

Protests

On Wednesday. October 18, 
1989. lO.OOO' to 15.000 
students, (depending on who 
you talk to), gathered at the 
State House. They were from 
state colleges and universities 
and were protesting budget 
cuts in higher education. 

It was exactly two weeks 
after about 2500 University of 
Lowell students held their 
own rails at the State House. 
The University of Lowell 
students were also protesting 
the budget cuts in higher 
education, but that is where 
the similarities ended. 

The biggest difference 
between the two rallies was 
the way in which the students 
behaved. The students from 
our university acted like 
mature adults who wanted 
their opinions heard. The 
students from the other 
schools, however, acted like 
spoiled brats who had 
absolutely no idea how to 
conduct themselves when at 
someone else’s “house." 

If I went to a person’s house 
and pulled up their garden, 
vandalized their home, and 
littered their lawn I would be 
crazy to then expect that same 
person to listen to what 1 
might have wanted to tell 
them, wouldn’t I? That is 
basically what happened at 
the rally involving the other 
students from the other 
schools. 

When I read about the rally 
in the Globe I called a friend 
who works at the State House. 
She agreed to share her 
thoughts with me but wished 
to remain anonymous. She 
told me that many students 
were maliciously tearing 
flowers out of the gardens and 
throwing them around. She 
also said that a stink bomb 
was thrown at one 
Representative’s door. 

She said that the overall 
feeling at the State House was 
that the students were 
destructive and acted 
disgracefully. Apparently 
there were beer cans all over 
the lawn after they left and 
she felt their behavior was 
probably due to their drinking. 
She did concede that the 
unruly students could, 
perhaps, have been only a 
minority of the students. 

It is a shame that the rally 
with the unruly students 
received so much publicity 
whereas the University of 
Lowell rally received virtually 
no coverage. This fact has 
made it easy for some to 
forget the admirable way in 
which U Lowell students 
acted. 

I had to remind my friend 
that U. Lowell was not a part 
of the October 18th rally, but 
had been there two weeks 
earlier. When I told her this 
she did remember and 
commented that it was a good 
thing that U. Lowell can say 
they were not a part of the 
disruptive group. 

During this period of crisis 
within the state we hardly 
needed an event creating 
animosity between the 
students and politicians. We 
can only hope that the 
politicians will remember how 
important higher education is 
and forget the actions of a few 
ignorant students. 


SUBOD may work on the 
McGauvran Center

The Student Union Board of 
Directors (SUBOD) met 
Monday. October 23rd to 
discuss plans for further 
expansion of club space at the 
University. Chairperson Jay 
Pinkos anticipates a situation at 
the University where clubs will 
not get adequate space 
following a meeting he had 
with Dr Wagner, Associate 
Vice President for Academic 
Affairs, on Friday, October 
20th. 

Pinkos wants the Office of 
Financial Aid moved from its 
present location at the SUB to 
new offices at the Lydon 
Library This will provide 
students with club offices. But 
budget cutbacks make the 
proposed site for the Office of 
Financial Aid unavailable. The 
administration suggests 
building additional club rooms 
near SIC South as way of 
meeting requests from SUBOD. 

The construction of these new 
clubs will consist of glass 
enclosures as partitions to 
eliminate what the 
administration regards as, 
“wasted space." Rich Abreu, 
South SIC Director opposes 
this stating that, “the area is 
very crowded between 11 and 1 
PM every day." The area Mr. 


Abreu refers to is a central area 
for students who want to relax 
in front of the large-screen T. V.. 
play pool, or have a game of 
ping pong. “Dr. Wagner." said 
Abreu, “does not have a grasp 
on reality." 

SUBOD also voted Monday’s 
meeting in support of a mural 
to be painted on the inside 
walls of the SIC of south 
campus. The project will cost 
$450.00 

Board Member Willie Burks 
questioned the cost of such a 
project, suggesting that the 
board should find a student 
wanting to do the project for 
course credit. Rich Abreu, SIC 
Director, then submitted the 
name of a student for the 
board’s approval. 

The student, known to Abreu, 
is consulting with several 
members of the University Art 
Department before beginning 
the project. The mural is to 
cover an area nine by eighteen 
feet and will be painted 
sometime during this semester. 

The work will be a 
composition of white paint on 
concrete. The cost of the 
project is due to materials 
necessary to complete the work. 
SUBOD voted unanimously in 
favor of commissioning the 
mural.

Spotlight on Dean Duggan

Last week I had an opportunity 
to interview Dean Duggan. Not 
having much exposure to her I 
assumed she was relatively new 
to the school. I was to learn that 
she has worked her way 
through our university system. 
She started in the 70’s as a 
Residence Director, then 
became Director of Students, 
and finally she became 
Associate Dean of Students. 
She has nearly 20 years of 
experience here at the 
University. 

In this position she has a 
number of responsibilities, 
including the supervision of 
Residence Life, and managing 
the Residence Life office. She 
also has the task of being 
liaison to the Building 
Authority, and of student 
counselling and orientation. As 
she puts it, she deals with “a 
whole hodgepodge of different 
projects’’ 

Dean Duggan loves her job, 
which brings something 
different and new each day. 
There is only one part she 
dislikes doing. That is being the 
final authority in matters of 
discipline. “Everyone is sorry 
the day after (an incident)”, she 
explains. She also realizes that 
it comes with the territory. 
Through the years she has seen 
and been a part of a lot of 


interesting events. In the early 
70's she and a group of female 
students protested the 
university's lack of female 
residence halls by pitching tents 
in front of Cumnock Hall until 
they received the right to use 
Annex #3. 

At one point the Rathskeller 
used to be a bar. The licenses 
allowed the school to open the 
dining hall (2nd floor of Fox), 
during the weekends. This 
always lead to fights between 
intoxicated barmen and 
students living in Fox. She 
didn’t want to expand much on 
this part of the past. She prefers 
“living in the present”. 

Dean Duggan’s office has a lot 
of plans for the future. These 
plans include renovating 
additional mills and moving the 
engineering department to it. 
Theyt also include changing the 
research center into another 
student union building. A goal 
that is shared with President 
Hogan is getting 50% of the 
students to live on campus. 
Currently 25% of the students 
live on campus. 

Full of school spirit. Dean 
Duggan claims that the U. of 
Lowell consistently has “the 
best students and an excellent 
staff” In closing she said, 
“School is more than academic 
learning, it’s a chance to show 
leadership and grow.” 


’Temptation' furor goes on 


(CPS) — About 1,200 people 
turned out on the Oklahoma 
State University campus Oct. 4 
to protest the cancellation of an 
on-campus screening of the 
“Last Temptation of Christ,” a 
movie many have view as 
blasphemous. 

OSU’s regents voted to 
“postpone” a scheduled 
screening of the movie until the 
administration submitted 
answers to “10 questions” 
along the lines of how OSU 
President John Campbell felt 


about the propriety of showing 
controversial films on campus. 

The campus's Faculty Senate 
then blasted Campbell's 
reaction as a tepid response to 
censorship, the regents agreed 
to meet to discuss the matter 
further, and students took to the 
streets to voice their discontent. 

The movie also provoked 
protests at Harrisburg (Pa.) 
Area Community College and 
at Northern Virginia 
Community College (NVCC) in 
recent weeks.

jazz scene is being compared to that 
of the now legendary wynton 
Marsalis. 

Hollyday started playing at the age 
of nine, mimicking the style he 
heard on the jazz records his father 
played pradtically nonstop 
throughout his childhood. "In the 
fifth grade I heard Chariile Parker 
and I knew then exactly what I 
wanted to do." He spent long hours 
over the next two years learning 
Parker's recorded riffs and at 
thirteen, he played his first club 
date. 

Influenced also by Jackie 
McCIrean, Thelonius Monk. Art 
Blakey. and Cannonball Adderly, 
Hollyday has since developed his 
own brash, headlong style. JAZZIZ 
Magazine said he "combines the 
firey spirit of youth with the chops 
of a mature master, .racing through 
tortuous changes at breakneck 
tempos, his compact yet full-bodied

tone floating on a seemingly endless 
stream of breath." 

While Hollyday blows up a storm 
on bop standards from the 40's and 
50's, he says “I'm not one of those 
people who lives for the 5()'s. I live 
for now." he makes his reverence 
for the past a part of a personal, 
contemporary conception. 

Playing not only frequent club 
dates, Hollyday performs regularly 
at colleges and festivals and is a 
clinician for the Selmer Company 
..Part of a tour of the Northeast, 
Hollyday's performance on 
November 3 will take place in 980- 
seat Durgin Hall.

Larry Shue's Comedy “The Nerd" 
on Stage at Merrimack Rep Nov.3 
26 

Larry Shue's comedy about a man 
who came to dinner and just 
wouldn't leave. The Nerd will be 
on stage at the Merrimack 
Repertory Theatre November 3-26. 
The Nerd's creative team (headed 
by director Michael Allosso) is the 
same that worked together on last 
season's popular Noises Off. Like 
that production. The Nerd is a co¬ 
production with Worcester 
Foothills Theatre. 

The title character in this 1984 
play is an ultra-square midwestern 
factory hand who dexcends for an 
indefinite visit on a Terre Haute 
architect whose life he saved in 
Vietnam. It doesn't take long for 
the host's patience to run out.

of guest who speculates on the 
origens of dinner, concertizes on 
the tambourine, and who generally 
ignores the strictures of civilization 
as we know it.

First things first, this guy has been 
exposed to too much rap.

score writing. He brings forth the 
sound of the accordion w ith new 
methods and makes it sound 
modem, not the usual association 
we receive when we hear 
accordians. On the whole he just 
isn't with the mainstream, but if he 
just has made the album for the 
minority of people w ho listen to 
this type of music then the tape has 
some commendable highlights. 

Not many, but there are some, 
such as Craziness w ith an 
Accordion, and Aow Tou Dou Zat.

A Dry White Season. Directed by 
Euzhan Placy. Screenplay by 
Palcy and Colin Welland. With 
Donald Sutherland. Janet Suzman. 
Zakes Mokae. and Marlon Brando. 
M.G.M. 

When released two years ago, 
Richard Attenborough's anti- 
Apartheid film Cry Freedom was 
roundly criticized for burying the 
story of South African activist 
Steve Biko by devoting most of the 
screen time to white newspaper 
editor Donald Woods. Last year's 
A World Apart featured Barbara 
Hershey as activist Diana Roth, 
one of the first whites jailed under 
the 90-day detention act. Sad to 
say, A Dry White Season continues 
the cinema's offensive practice of 
blunting the brutal oppression of 
South Africa's black population by 
Haunting a white lead character. 

The film takes place in and 
around Soweto, the scene of many 
bloody confrontations between 
student protesters (these are 
grammar and high school 
students!) and the vicious local 


police force. Donald Sutherland 
plays a school teacher who lives 
and works in a privileged white 
community outside Soweto and is 
(rather unbelievably) sheltered 
from the plight of his impoverished 
black neighbors. He is on good 
terms with his gardener, however, 
and helps the man search for his 
teenage son, who has been detained 
by police after participating in a 
demonstration. 

The teacher's ignorance and 
naivete are quickly replaced by 
outrage and futility when it is 
revealed the boy died while 
undergoing police torture. 
Sutherland hires the mountainous 
Marlon Brando (excellent in a brief 
role as a world-weary lawyer) to 
get justice, but even Brando's bulk 
can't break through the jaw- 
dropping prejudice of the South 
African system. 

It is at this point that Sutherland 
embarks on a crusade to gather 
evidence against the head of the 
local torture unit, and it is at this 
point that the movie goes wrong by 
transplanting all the evils of 


Apartheid into one character, a 
wicked master of torment who 
would fit in nicely with the 
miscreants of Lethal Weapon II. In 
focusing the protagonist's and the 
audience's anger towards this one 
villain, the complexities of the 
racist system exacerbated by 
attitudes of white citizens 
disappear and we are left with yet 
another vengeance picture. 

Sutherland's efforts to gather 
evidence are actually exciting. By 
his actions, he cuts himself off 
from his privileged white world, 
enstranging his wife and family, 
and he is never fully accepted into 
the black community for whom he 
seeks justice. Watching the 
underdog outsmart the bad guys is 
supposed to be entertaining, but 
instead it leaves one feeling strange 
and uncomfortable, especially after 
witnessing earlier scenes of the 
excruciating horrors perpetrated on 
black characters. A Dry White 
Season strives to enthrall and 
enlighten, but in the end, it 
succeeds only to depress.

MASSPIRG 

attacks Recycling Issue 

Over the past week several 
ULowell students involved in 
the MASSPIRG chapter here 
on campus began working to 
help qualify one of the most 
progressive recycling proposals 
for the 1990 Massachusetts 
general election. The proposal 
will require all packaging to be 
either at a rate of being recy¬ 
cled of no less than 35%, or be 
made of at least 50% recycled 
material, or being reused at 
least five times in order to be 
sold in the state after 1995. In 
order to qualify this question 
nearly 100,000 registered vot¬ 
ers must sign the initiative peti¬ 
tion. With this in mind we are 
asking that any student even 
slightly interested in getting 
politically involved in environ¬ 
mental issues contact us to help 
petition. 

The art of petitioning citizens 
is a simple and very rewarding 
activity. “How is it simple and 
rewarding?" you may ask. Well 
first of all, it only requires that 
you be interested in changing a 
problem (ie, the trash crisis) 
and be willing to volunteer

More than three hundred stu¬ 
dents and local residents helped 
the Native American Outreach 
Organization celebrate the his¬ 
tory and traditions of the Amer¬ 
ican Indian while not forgetting 
the pain and tragedy that sur¬ 
rounds their lifestyles. 

Last Wednesday, Room 222 in 
O'Leary Library was trans¬ 
formed into a veritable museum 
of Native American art, paint¬ 
ings, jewelry, pottery, blankets, 
ceremonial regalia and bead- 
worked breast-plates lined the 
walls allowing the students who 
attended one of the many per¬ 
formances the opportunity to 
catch a glimpse of the Native 
Americans. 

But, this museum in our south 
campus library was like no 
other. Students and residents 
danced and sang as members of 
the Greater Lowell Indian Cul¬ 
tural-Association raised peo¬ 
ple's spirits with loud and quick 
drum beats. 

A great portion of the event, 
though, centered on events that 
could not lift people's spirits 
except to raise a passioned 
desire to help or support. 

Eight members of the Native 
American Outreach Organiza¬ 
tion traveled this past summer 
to the destitute community of 
Wounded Knee in South Dako¬ 
ta. The club had sent blankets 
and toys and clothing to the 
struggling community and felt 

Band notes...

We 
support the Cheerleaders as 
well, who seem to greatly 
appreciate the attention.

the need to travel the hundreds 
of miles to see if some assis¬ 
tance could be given to what 
club president Malvena Stuart 
described as the poorest com¬ 
munity in the United States. 

Using funds donated from the 
Student Government, the Book¬ 
store Associates and money 
they had raised themselves the 
club sought to provide some 
direct aid to the local communi¬ 
ty center which had not been 
completed. 

But the sights that attacked 
them were of a people who had 
been forgotten by the govern¬ 
ment and left virtually penni¬ 
less to lives trapped within the 
5,000 square acres of the Pine 
Ridge Reservation. 

“It was very nice to meet the 
people, but it was very sad to 
see the severe living conditions 
of poverty they are living in," 
said Stuart. “The most Touch¬ 
ing experience we had was of 
the people. They were forced 
to live in such poverty and yet 
their children could still laugh 
and smile." 

Slides and photos dramatically 
illustrated the hardships the 600 
residents of Wounded Knee 
must endure while trying to live 
normal lives. Food is expen¬ 
sive, roads are often impassable 
during half the year, new cloth¬ 
ing consists primarily of what is 
donated, and the unemployment 
rate within the town is at 85%.

clothing for display, agreed 
with the statements made about 
the community. “They live in 
card-board shacks. There's 
nothing around there for work. 
You’re stuck there. You can't 
even afford a car if you wanted 
to leave." 

A trip to the store is at most a 
ten minute walk for most of us, 
but the residents of Wounded 
Knee are 17 miles from the 
nearest pay phone, grocery 
store, hospital, or school and 
the distance is almost impossi¬ 
ble when the dirt roads wash 
away in the spring. 

Only the new Oglala Lakota 
College, which provides free 
education, allows the students 
any hope of escaping the pover¬ 
ty. 

Stuart stated that the club 
raised nearly $1,000 through a 
silent bidding on paintings by 
local artists and from a book 
sale. Most of this money will 
go back to help that struggling 
community in South Dakota. 

The club plans to continue 
sending clothing and blankets 
and toys to the community and 
perhaps of visiting again next 
summer, but more residents 
have come to understand the 
hardships and the wonderment 
that is part of the life and histo¬ 
ry of America's first residents.

John 
Mitchell, editor of Sanctuary 
Magazine, published by the 
Massachusetts Audubon 
Society, will speak on the 
question of the sense of place in 
our time.

natural history of Scratch Flat 
before writing the book.

Everything you always wanted to know about the Connector publication policy 


But were afraid to ask because it was 5 seconds to deadline

Please cut this out and hang it next 
to your Madonna poster if the possi¬ 
bility of your submitting anything to 
the Connector even remotely exists: 
be it a personal, an article, or just the 
delivery of an announcement from 
your club to our humble center of 
operations in Fox Hall. 

That’s because this behind the 
scenes story, if it does its job. will let 
you walk away secure in the knowl¬ 
edge that you are mentally prepared 
to succeed at the game of having 
your story/letter/announcement/ 
comic/personal appear in these pages. 

At the bottom of of of these pages 
(usually page 2) sits our revered Pub¬ 
lication Policy. It will be sitting there 
all semester, every week. It’s a terse, 
dry little document with instructions 
on how. when, and where to submit 
copy to The Connector, and it was 
written with the care due any policy 
announcement. It will serve you well 
if you but read it. 

However, it does have its draw¬ 
backs. To keep it a brief set of 
instructions, it happens to be rather 
long on do’s and dont’s and short on 
examples and instructions. That’s 
where this rambling, long-winded 
document comes in. This article rep¬ 
resents a time for us, befroe the 
semester has a chance to accelerate 
into its usual blur, to tranquilly con¬ 
sider life and The Connector. And by 
sodoing, it is my fervent hope that 
your experiences with us will be ever 
joyful, that you will gain lasting and 
meaningful insight into the workaday 
world of college journalism, and that 
this page doesn’t have too mush 
white space on it. So open up some 
Fig Newtons, pour your favorite 
General Foods International Coffee 
and sit back. 

Deadline 

First of all, in considering the Pub¬ 
lication Policy, (or pubpol, as we say) 
we immediately trip on that 5:00 
^dealine. Does this mean that if you 


show' up at 5:01 the door is locked? 
Not exactly. What usually happens 
when your submission is late is the 
submittro tiptoes in with a humble 
expression and says something origi¬ 
nal like, ’Is it too late for this?” and 
we’ll say something original like 
"No,” and whatever the thing is will 
get thrown into the trusty cardboard 
box that holds the copy for that week. 
If you come in even later, say from 
6:00 on, the same thing will happen, 
only you’ll be interupting our staff 
meeting and you’ll have to deliver 
your line in front of about 20 people 
and you'll feel like an even bigger 
jerk. 

So what does the 5:00 deadline 
mean? It means that if you have a 
complex submission, one where you 
have to explain something, or ask us 
questions, then you might have a bit 
more trouble trying to get someone to 
listen to you after this deadline 
because we’ll be busy already trying 
to lay out a 24 page paper without 
having to sleep over. So if you have 
any special requests, try to get them 
to us several hours ahead so we’ll 
have enough time to go over them 
with you. Which we will gladly do. 
The easiest w ay 

Now the absolute easiest way to 
submit your copy is to type it into 
our computer in Fox Hall Room 
426. This allows you to edit elec¬ 
tronically, resolve gramatical enig¬ 
mas instantly with the help of our 
courteous and knowledgable staff, 
and also lets us proofread it before 
you leave. One warning- late on 
Monday afternoon is the worst time 
to try this, especially if you’ve never 
done it before. You are more than 
welcome to come down between 
classes any day during our office 
hours (Mon-Wed 8:30-4:00, and 
Thu-Fri 8:30-2:00) to type your 
copy in for the next week’s issue. It’s 
less crowded toward the end of the 
week, so if you need relative quiet. 


that’s the best time. 

The other way 

Of course you can always submit 
on paper if you follow these guide¬ 
lines. For letters to the editor, articles, 
and longer submissions, simply: 

1. Type doublespace so there’ll be 
room for us to insert correction or 
instructions to the typesetter. 

2. Try to keep the typed lines as 
equal in length as possible. This 
helps us when we count the number 
of characters in your submission to 
determine how much space to lay out 
for it. If you word process, don’t jus¬ 
tify the type- it gives a false word 
count. 

3. Pul your name and box number on 
it. Also, if you include your phone 
number we ll be able to callif some-

thing was omitted or if there’s any¬ 
thing else we can’t figure out. 

Notices 


Take a look at how our Notices 
Page (usually page 2) is set up (that 
is, if we got enough notices to print 
any.) For the notices page, we would 
like submissions that are short and 
include only specifics such as dates, 
times and places. If you want to 
announce new club officers, use the 
mail rooms. 

Organizational ads 
We will typeset boxed display ads 
for events which pertain to enough 
members of the university to justify 
the extra space. Many times, an 
organization will submit one of the 
hand written fliers that they have 


posted around campus and ask us to 
run it. While we’ll accept the sub¬ 
mission in that form, we will general¬ 
ly typeset it before publication 
because the originals generally don’t 
reproduce well in the paper. 

Size of the ad is based on the prox¬ 
imity of the event, the size of the 
intended audience, and (he availibility 
of space, and is not usually gau- 
renteed in advance. Any little graphg- 
ics you want in the ad should be done 
in black ink, and be as close as possi¬ 
ble to whatever size you (reasonably) 
think it will appear in the paper. Any¬ 
thing but black ink just doesn't show 
up well in print. 

To re-run any ad or notice, simply 
cut it out of The Connector, tape it to 
a piece of paper and resubmit it each 
week. 

Comics 

Writing a weekly strip for The 
Connector is probably the easiest 
way for you to become famous in 
your lifetime. The two never-break 
rules if you want your strip to see 
the light of print arc 1) Use black ink 
only, 2) Draw it exactly 4"tall by 10" 
long. There is also a need for fillers 
These should be drawn 2" by 3". 

Actually, there's a third unwritten 
rule which states that the likelyhood- 
of your comic running is directly 
proportional to how good it is versus 
whether or not you’re on the staff. 
For instance, if you work in Contin¬ 
uing Ed, don’t even bother sending 
anything. Please, those comics a few 
years ago were really bad. Of 
course, this is just my opinion, and 
is not intended to reflect the consen¬ 
sus of The Connector, although it 
really does. 

While we're on the subject of 
Comix, you may notice that we don’t 
print Doonesbury, Garfield, and 
Calvin and Hobbes, the feeling 
being that it would be pretty stupid 
to print five strips for the past week 
at once after they had already 


appeared in other daily papers. What I 
the comics department is really look-1 
ing for is original underground-type I 
art that departs from the ordinaryl 
punchline strips that currently! 
monopolize the comics pages. If you| 
think you can accomplish that feat.| 
then contact Comics Editor Tom| 
Verre at Box 6137. 

Personals/ Classified 
To submit personals to your friends orj 
enemies simply type them onto a 3x5 1 
index card with your name and boxj 
number on the back. Try to keep it to! 
three per week unless you wnat to: 
volunteer to typeset them. The: 
obscene ones always gel tossed outj 


so don't even bother. 

Students and faculty may submill 
classified ads in the same manner ofl 
the personals. 

Well that's about it 
Well that’s about it. You may bel 
wondering how we edit your submis-l 
sions and the answer is that we| 
reserve the right to do whatever we| 
want. Generally, we only edit for| 
length when necessary. There’s no| 
set limit on length, but don’t just| 
walk up to Fox 426 with a| 
manuscript and expect miracles.| 
Always talk to us in advance if you| 
have any special requests or wouldj 
like any favors. We don't mind doingj 
them, we just need enough time. 

And I would be doing you a major | 
disservice if I didn't point out thatj
